This is quite a sum of money 
and shows very definitely that fish 
and game has become an industry 
which attracts thousands of people 
to the mountain counties as well as 
other parts of the state. A large 
part of this money finds its way 
into the cash registers of various 
lines of business including the ser- 
vice station operator, the garages, 
the hotels, auto camps, the grocer, 
baker, drug store, bars, resorts and 
other lines of business. Some bene- 
fit direct while others benefit in- 
directly but all do benefit from the 
money that the sportsmen spend. 
When a sportsman goes out to 
fish or hunt he must have fishing 
tackle or a rifle, shells and other 
equipment. He usually drives the 
family car which requires gas and 
oil and the necessary up-keep adds 
to the cost of his trip. He must eat 
and drink and have a place to sleep. 


| The cost to some sportsmen may be 
; ten dollars a 


trip, others may 
spend as much as a hundred dol- 


lars or more, all depending upon his 
| equipment and the distance he tra- 


vels. 

Each year in California some 
400,000 sportsmen take out fishing 
licenses while some 270,000 sports- 
men take out hunting licenses.
